March 10, 1986 in patent application Serial Number 06/787,692.

of understanding of basic electrical engineering." 

Page 8, lines 27-29: 

"It is evident from Examiner's remarks that he has very 
little understanding of basic electronic circuits: too 
little to permit him to properly prosecute instant 
application. " 

Page 9, paragraph 1: 

n) It appears to Applicant that Examiner's understanding 
of the art of inverters and electronic circuits is far 
too limited to permit effective prosecution of the instant 
application; which limited understanding has resulted in 
the raising and handling of a large number of unnecessary 
issues .
